.L. I underſtand not this. 


A. That may be from your Will rather than your 
Reaſon. Not becaule it is not tlear, but becauſe you 
would not have it ſo. Itis plain enough to thoſe that 
bave Eyes and will open them. If you {hould hear one 
that judges a Chr:t;an, in poigt of Religion, to be worle 
thena Mahumetan, you would not queſtion but that 
man 45 a Twrk, He, that R—_—_ the Religions in 
France,ſhould determine rhat the Proteſtants are worle 
then the'Papifts, would rhereby ſhew himlelf a Papi 
gor-need one with a clearer Demonſtration of it. And 
can they be better who thus determine of Preſdyterians 
in Exglaxnd,then he that doth it in France, when all the 
Proteſtants there, are Preſbyterians? Indeedall the 
Proteſtants in other Contries areinvolved in this cen- 
fure, and Condemned as worfe” then Papiſts. For all 
the Proteſtants in France, Svitreland, the Low Countyyes, 
and very many in Germany, Tranſylvania, Poland,&c, 
are Preſbyterians. And the Lutherans intheſe and other 
Countryes cannot with any reaſon be exempted : for 
none; - except . themſelves will pretend, that thoſe 
things wherein as Lutherans they differ from other 
more Reformed Churches, do make them better : and fo 
if the ——_ inall rhefe Churches be worſethen 
Papiſts, the Lutherans _ be ſo too. Nay, there _ 
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few in Eng/azd will elcape this cenſure, and ſo there 
will ſcarce be any in this Kingdom but muſt be worſe 
then Papiſts, ſave uh 5-4 themſelves. Forl (ce the late 
Houſe of Commons in leveral Pamphlets condemned as. 
Preſbyteria#s, and with them the Commons of Exgland 
are caſt, who chooſe ſuch. And .ifthe Houſe of | 
be not ofa better Religion then that of the Houſe of Come- 
mons,they muſt be both together worſe then Papiſs. So 
that unleſs the Lords and Commons can beper{waded 
by ſuch TJadicious Cenſurers to be of a better Religion 
then that of the Pre/&x#eriaxs, which is the ſame and no- 
other, then the Proteffaxt, weare like to be in an ill 
Condition.. Nay, the Bika and the beſt ſons of the 
Church, willbe worſke than aus, unleſs thoſe things 
whergin they vary from ather Proteſtants, ( luch asare 
no part of that, nor any Religian elle )can make them 
better; Belides, that thoſe who are not yet ah 1 are 
by this perſwaſion throughly prepared for 'y, is 
very apparent : for if Pap:fts muſt be. preferr'd before 
Preſbyterian; then their principles mult be worſe then 
thoſe of the Papiſts, Whereas even thoſe wherein: 
they differ from the Church of England, and for whiclv 
alone they are obnoxious, are in the account of the moſt 
judicious Prelaztes and Dottors that this Church hath 
bred, tolerable Points,no parts of Religion, ſcarce any but 
matter of indifferency, and fuch whereia others Re- 
formed Churches agree with them. Now if for theſe

A. Theſe arc no Parts ofthe Religion efflabliſhed by 
Law: for they are no points of Re/rg/onat all, but mat- 
ters of Indifferency, as the Church of England declares 
them to be, and no Religion isto be placed inthings In- 
different. And the Reaſon is obvious. Fot Religion 
if it be Ty»e, maſt be Authorized by God, or Inſtitut 
by Chriſt, but things Indiffereat are neither command- 

nor forbiden. ' 
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L. This is true of as Cerehonies, the Church ſigni- 
fies that they are in their own nature Indifferent, and 
declares withal that #o Religion is to be placed in things 
Indifferent. But will you have the Sacred Liturgy to bg 
a thing of this Nature, and of no more value than 
that whichin itſelf, is neither Bad nor Good ? 


A. Ipay all.due Reverence to our Liturgy ; but no 
Veneration ſhould blind us, or lunder us from diſcern- 
ing the true Nature of things. Prayer in general is an 
eminent Part of Rel:gion, and Divine Worſhip, and ne- 
exſfary both: by the Light of Nature, and Revelation; 


but this or that Form of Prayer, how exaQt ſoever, is.in. 


it ſelf no other than Indiflerent. This all acknowledge 
who. underſtand any thing concerning theſe Matters. 


' L. But what Religion do you then leave thoſe, who 
by their Heats for theſe things, and their Indifterency 
as toothers, ſhew that theſe only are their Religion, 
or the Principal part of it ? TT 


A. 1leavethem all they had, if they had leſt them- 
ſelves any, but indeed thoſe who place all: their Rel 
gion herein, have no Religion at all; and thoſe who 
make thele the Principal Part of their Religion, make 
leſs of that. which is Religion indeed, than of an Indif- 
ferent thing : and ſoindeed are Indifferent - as to 
this or that Religion, Proteſtantiſm or Popery : or, 


which is worſe, indifferent as to apy Relig iow, or none. 


And thoſe that have any. Love for the Souls of People, 
ſhould endeavour to undeceive them therein, and not 
leaverhem under ſuch Conceits as make them too ca-, 
lya Prey to Popiſh Seducers, who need delire no more 
than thar we ihould value the whole Proreſtant Rel.

A. So far asit is not of divine Inſtitution, it isin it 
ſelfno better than Marter of Indifferency, and of the 
very many branches of our Government, there is bur 
one that pretends toan higher Original.

It is denyed 
to be of divine Inſtirution, by Arch-Biſhop 
Cranmer, and our firſt Reformers in Henry the Eighth 
and Edward the Sixth's Times, by Arch-Biſhop Whit.

Time,by King Jemes ( « ) himſelf, &c.Now you cannot _ 
well conclude,.that they differ trom us in any point in E4.stil- 
of Religion on this account, till we be agreed a- \nsfects 
monegſt onr ſelves, that this is a point of Religion.

Elettjon, the 
equal Redemption of all, Free-willghe indifferent oper ation 
of Grace, and Falling-away from the ſtate of Grace. 


L. Yes, theſe Iunderſtand, and theſe you cannot de- 
ny to be Points of Faith and matters of Re/igoon. 


A. They are no parts of the Proteſtants Religion, 
or of the incof the Church of England, being not 
. contained

contained in the Confeſſions of any of the Proteftent 
Churches, norin the Arriclts of the Church of Exzland, 
butrather the contrary. Sorthat herein they differ not 
from the Church, who never owned theſe Opinions ; 
but from ſome -partieular Perſons in it ; and differ no 
more fromthem, then. many other Sons of the Church 
do at this day; and all in a manner did for many Years 
after the R «t:0p. Inall Queen Elizabeths Reign 
I find not aboverhree of any note, among all the Clergy 
and in both Haiverfities, that maintain'd thele Dot. 
rines, and twoof them cenſured for it. Afterwards 
King James promoted the Condemnation of the 4r- 
minian Tenets by the Synod of Dort, lending Eminent 
Divines from hence, who concurred with otliers from 
the Reformed Churches 1n the cenſure of them. He him- 


ſelf declared (4) Arminius to be 4nExemy toGod,and be , , 
followers to be Atheiſtcal Sef aries. In the lareKzz $ Declar ation 


cime, ſeveral Parliaments declared againlt Armianiſm 
as an Innovation of pernicious conſequence, And thoſe 
who moſt loved it, and had the greateſt advantages to 
influence the Clergy in favour of it, durſt not venture 


it to the Teſt ofa Convocation, asone (e) who had a 1. 746 
paſſionate Fondneſs for it confeſſes, So zt is, faies he, ofA.L.pag, 


that the truth in theſe Opinions not being ſo Fenerallyen- "53 
rertain'd amon fra y, nor the Arch. Bibep 3 the 
greater part of the Prelates, ſo inclinable to them, as to 
venture the determininz of theſe Points to a Convocation. 
How far then were theſe Opinions from being count- 
ed the Dotrine of our Church, when there was no ex- 
pettation that they would be acconnted Tr «ths by our 
Church repreſentative? Sure they att more agrecably 
to.th&ſenſe of the Church of England thus far, who 
rejett theſe Arminian Tenets then they who embrace 
them . |

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L. But though the Preſbyterrans hold all the points 
of the Proteſtant Religion, yet they maintain other 
Opinions befides, ſuch as are pernicious to Civel 
Government and Secular Princes, upon this account 
they may be faid tobe worſe than Papiſts, their Princi- 
ples of this nature _ more dangerous. ” 

A. Thave heard ſome ſuch thing ſaid diverſe times, 
but I muſt do them this right as to declare, that I ne- 
ver ſav it proved, nor ever expe& it. Upon a tri 
Inquiry I find their principles about Civel Government, 
to be no other,than what the eminenteſt of our Prelates 
and learned Divines, ſuch as Biſhop Jewel, My. Hooker, 
* Biſhop Bilſon, Biſhop Morton , &c. have owned, or 
defended, ſo far is it from being true,that their opinions 
herein areas bad or worſe than the Ppiſts. And they 
may challenge all the Papiff's in England, maſqued and 
unmaſqued, to make it good from the Writings ofany 
conſiderable Divines approved by thoſe of that Deno- 
mination. But that you may have a more particular 
fatisfaQtion,let us take a view of ſome Popiſh Principles 
reſpetting Civel Government and Humane Societies 
ſome wherein we are particularly concerned , and 
then compare them with thoſe charged on the Pre/- 
byterians by their bittereſt enemies.
